HENRY MILLER 


A German-born farm boy, Hen- 
ry Miller had made his way to the 
U. S. in his ’teens. He came to San 
Francisco at the age of 22 after an 
attack of malaria, leaning on a 
walking stick and with $5 in his 
pocket. Going from door to door to 
ask for work he found it in a but- 
cher shop. 

Soon on his own in the meat 
business, he once cornered options 
on beef north of Tehachapi. This 
|led to a partnership with Charles 
|W. Lux, a big dealer, whom he 
}soon outpaced but retained as a 
| partner. Eventually Miller and Lux 
|holdings in cattle lands were esti- 
|mated to be anywhere from 3,000,- 
000 to 6,000,000 acres in California, 
| Nevada and Oregon. Home ranch 
of the vast “empire” was at Bloom- 
field, 2 miles south of Gilroy, 
Miller once testified in court that 
he made $8,000,000 in five years. 
He has been credited with lavish 
aid to individuals and huge invest- 
ments for the public good. The lat- 
ter include a $45,000 road to the 
San Joaquin river, and a $3,000,000 
canal to deliver water to the Los

In a statement to the Recorder 
today, Mr. A. C. Argo, District Su- 
perintendent and Principal of the 
Sequoia High School, told of the 
school board meeting Wednesday 
night relative to the proposed new 
Menlo Park high school.

| game in organized baseball ran into 


trouble soon after it got under way 
when the rival pitcher, steamed up 
by Barrow to play a practical joke 
on Wagner, substituted a Fourth of 
July torpedo for the ball the first 
time bow-legged Honus came up to 
bat. 


‘Honus took a toehold for his cut 
and met the paper-covered bag of 
gunpowder flush on 
the detonator, caus- 
ing such an ex- 
plosion that the 
game broke up in a 
riot. Ed thought 
night baseball was 
a snare and a de- 
lusion then and he 
still sticks to his 
belief, although he 
wavered a bit this 
spring when the 
Yanks slumped both in attendance 
and in the league standing. He said:

Change of Heart 

_ “ ‘Under certain conditions, I 
wouldn’t be too opposed to night 
baseball. But what good would it do 
me to change my mind this year 
when we couldn’t install equip- 
ment for night games even if we 
wanted to?’ ”’ 

It wasn’t so long ago that Clark 
Griffith was a determined opponent 
of the night game. But the situation 
has changed. Mr. Griffith is one of 
the most radical advocates of the 
electrically-lighted sport. 

There’s a good reason for Grif- 
fith’s change of heart. Washington is 
glatted with federal employes who 
couldn’t take time off for an after- 
noon game. They did want baseball, 
but had to have it in the cool of the 
evening. Logic—and business acu- 
men—dictated the answer to Grif- 
fith. Washington now is the night 
baseball center of the major 
leagues. Griffith has permission to 
play as many night games as he de- 
sires, except on Sundays or holi- 
days. 

Many changes have come to pass 
during the past 12 years. Of the 


‘115 major league clubs, all but 5 


have facilities for night baseball. 
Those 5 fields remaining in the 
dark are Fenway park and Braves 
field in Boston, Wrigley field in 
Chicago, Briggs stadium in De- 
troit and the Yankee stadium in 
New York. These parks couldn’t in- 
stall the powerful batteries of lights 
on their steel towers now if they 
wanted to, because, even though the 
ban on such construction was iifted 
not long ago, the material required 
isn’t likely to be available intil aft- 
er the war. 


The Evidence 


Not that General Electric will go 
into rhapsodies, but we’re in favor 
of night ball. Joe Doakes, the boy 
who helps turn out materials for 
war, deserves a break. He probably 
likes baseball. But he can’t knock 
off the job Thursday afternoon to 
see the Yanks and White Sox battle. 
Night baseball provides the answer. 
Joe can see the game. He is happy. 
And Joe, multiplied a few hundred 
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club treasurer happy. 


The case of the Southern associ- 
ation is proof of the value of the 
night game. This fine organization 
practically owes its existence to Mr. 
Edison’s incandescent lamp. All 
games except those on Saturdays, 
Sundays, and holidays are played at 
| night in Billy Evans’ circuit. | 
Evans wasn’t wild about night 
| baseball when he resigned from the 
| Boston Red Sox and took over the 
presidency of the association. It 
didn’t take him long to find out that 
| the lights made the difference be- 
| tween black and red in the ledger. |

He wanted to have the 
use of a regular news report from 
the Associated Press wire, like any 
other newspaper, instead of being 
limited to the army news service 
(a digest of the news carefully 
screened in New York). 


Receives Legion of Merit 
Just how far Colonel White had 
gone with his ambitious plans when 
é the pressure began, I do not know. 
| I do know that when he first went 
to Africa, while General Eisen- 
hower was still there, the Colonel’s 
work was apparently so satisfactory 
that the General made him a mem- 
ber of his staff and he received the 
Legion of Merit award. But Gen- 
eral Eisenhower departed, and an- 
other Pharaoh came to Egypt (or I 
»should say to Algiers). For a time, 
White seemed to have a pretty free 
a hand but there were no great inno- 
vations noticed in the papers he was 
-publishing. He did start a reprint of 
the Reader’s Digest which caused 
some disturbance, not because of 
the content, but because other 
Magazines objected.
